Increased Mo to r Speed 
No w Blamed o n Ox y gen 
Mo to r cars o f all kinds hav e lo ng 
been kno wn to gather speed in so me 
unacco untable manner when 
passing 
o v er smo o th pav ed ro ads. 
The cause 
has lo ng been unex plained, but it is 
no w held, bo th by auto mo tiv e engi­ 
neers and ro ad engineers, to be due 
to the abno rmal pro lusio n o f v egeta­ 
tio n usually to be fo und alo ng these 
“ my stery ” ro ads. 
Trees and plants 
ex ude 
o x y gen. 
Mo to rs 
run 
mo re 
Smo o thly when there is plenty o f o x y ­ 
go n in the air. as mo to rists are well 
aware. 
The increased amo unt o f o x y ­ 
gen diffused in the lo calities where 
the v egetatio n is pro fuse, co upled with 
the smo o thness o f the ro ad surfaces 
and the co nsequent decrease in tractiv e 
resistance, co nstitutes the cause o f the 
“ picking up” o f the mo to r and the in­ 
creased speed. 
Scientists recently co n­ 
ducted ex periments in sev eral lo cali­ 
ties, and alo ng ro ads bo rdered by heav y 
v egetatio ns, 
and 
these 
ex periments 
demo nstrated to their co mplete satis­ 
factio n that the behav io r o f the car 
was due to the increased amo unt o f 
o x y gen in the air.

eral Reserve Bank. 
‘‘Of all the money in circulation in 
the United States. Federal 
Reserve 
notes now make up almost one-half,” 
he says in part. 
“In 1920 they were 
70 per cent. 
The increase in curren­ 
cy 
which 
the war and

prices made necessary was provided 
almost 
wholly 
by 
Federal 
Reserve 
notes. 
Just as the increase was whol­ 
ly through Federal Reserve notes, so 
again the decrease was altogether in 
Federal Reserve notes. Reserve notes 
in circulation decreased from $3.300,- 
000,000 in November, 1920. to $1,700,- 
000,000 in March, 1925. 
Between the 
same dot s oilier currency increased 
from 
$1,500,000,000 to $2,300,000,000, 
due to an increase in gold certificates.

Ho w Currency Changes Volume 
“The amount of currency the coun­ 
try requires reflects changing prices, 
wage levels, employment and volume 
of trade; 
As an example, retail trade 
at Christmas time is always larger 
than at other times.

Currency 
withdrawals and receipts at the Fed- j 
eral Reserve Banks illustrate the way j 
this special demand was inet.

System gives flexibility to almost all 
forms of currency, the Federal Re 
serve notes, secured in part by com­ 
mercial paper, provides a possible sec­ 
ondary expansion in readiness for an 
“inergency.”

W L afayette, Mr. Leva sour, the com­ 
m ittee from New York In attendance 
upon the general and a few veterans 
of the Revolution, residents 
of this 
place, w ere present as 
guests.

S p eak er M arks presided and was as­ 
sisted by Mr. Speaker S utherland and 
Mr. R oberts of the house of rep resen ta­ 
tives. 
About 120 gentlem en sat down 
to the dinner, which was served at a 
little a fte r four o’clock.
